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INAUGURAL ADDRESS 



HON. EDWARD E. WILLARD 



Members of the Board of Aldermen of 1917: — 

The responsibilities and duties of the new govern- 
ment are accentuated and increased by the unusual 
and unfavorable conditions which Confront us at the 
outset. 

The large increase in items of expense through 
the referendum and an unhappy legacy from the last 
administration make these conditions. 

I regret very much to make what may appear a 
gloomy presentation of our financial situation but now 
is the time to take a comprehensive view and make a 
true analysis that we, through the knowledge we will 
obtain, may from the beginning do all in our power to 
remedy such conditions. 

The increase in our financial requirements will 
perhaps be more readily comprehended if I present 
briefly some of the extra demands that will be made 
upon the city treasury this year. 

The increased cost of the police and fire depart- 
ments will be approximately $30,000,; notes payable 
#19,000; school department $10,000; interest $4,000 ; 
making a total increase in these items alone of $63,000 

Seventeen thousand, three hundred dollars of the 
increase in the police and fire departments is the raise 
in salaries by a majority vote at the last city election;

teen thousand is due to the appointment of ad- 

)nal men.

We will be called upon to make larger appropri- 
ns for supplies, equipment and the general repairs 
he public buildings, streets and sidewalks; these 
)ear evidences of the neglect of the past two years. 

Never in the history of the city have the depart- 
its been so short of supplies and the equipment in 
ilapidated a condition. In most departments ar- 
;s of the most common use are lacking. 

The lack of supplies and equipment has its tem- 
iry effect in impairing tlie efficiency and lowering 
standard of public service, which can be remediec 
a sufficient appropriation ; but the continued 
lect of public buildings is destructive and costly, 
king a permanent injury and in the end necessi- 
ig a much larger expense. 

Our difficulties are further augmented by a large 
■draft from 1916. 

As the Acts of 1913 state expHcitly that no de- 
ment shall incur liabilities in excess of its appro- 
tion it would seem that these bills were illegally 
:racted. 

We cannot legally appropriate money this year 
leet the running expenses of last year and we are 
ronted with the difficult problem of finding some 
I method, if any, through which these bills can be 
idated. 

What the exact amount of the overdraft will be 

impossible to fix until all accounts are balanced 
the year. It is certain that the maintenance ac- 
nt of the fire department shows a deficit ofj 3^1,300;

the school supplies account $5,400; unpaid claims of 
$1,200; a claim of the street department laborers for 
Saturday half holidays around S3000, and the new 
wing of the Williams School building has been left 
uncompleted as is also its equipment, requiring a fur- 
ther appropriation of not less than $1,500. 

There is represented in these deficits an over- 
draft of about $12,400. The amount of this over- 
draft and other contingencies show conclusively that 
a tax rate last year of $24.60 would not have provid- 
ed more than enough revenue to meet all require- 
ments of the year. 

As will be seen we are taking up the work of the 
year confronted with a positive increase in the expen- 
ditures over last year of more than $75,000, which 
amount represents an increase of $2.50 on a thousand 
in our tax rate. 

There will be no increase in the tax rate insofar 
as this year's administration is concerned as I shall in- 
sist upon all departmental expenses being kept down 
to a minimum cost. 

There are two possible sources through which re- 
lief from the present high tax rate can be obtained. 
Legislation equalizing the cost of education through- 
out the state and this year a determined effort will be 
made to secure the passage of such legislation. 

The other source would be the building up of our 
outlying vacant land with industrial plants. This land 
is admirably situated as it relates to transportation 
facilities and can be secured at a low price. 

We should do all that can be done to encourage 
desirable factories to locate here. 



Police and Fire Departments 
A majority of the voters having generously ad- 
vanced the salaries of the members of the police and 
fire departments, the citizens have a right to expect 
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in return the highest standard of service. The mem- 
bers of both departments can sbow their appreciation 
by increased activity and close attention to duty. 

The man who has drawn the salary as chief of 
police for two years discreetly resigned in time to 
escape being dismissed for the good of the service. 

The immediate work confronting this department 
in the general clean-up of present conditions will re- 
quire a special effort of the entire force. The con- 
tinuance of the temporary arraAgements for the control 
of the department will depend upon the degree of 
success with which' the work is carried on. Discipline, 
harmony and effective work are the positive essentials. 

I shall place the most friendly confidence in every 
member of the department and trust that they, by their, 
acts, will retain that confidence. 



Electrical Department 

The present state of the electrical department 
plainly shows that placing its management under the 
head of another department has not produced satis- 
factory results. The uncertain demands made upon 
the time of the chief of the fire department, in his 
regular duties, makes it impossible for him to give the 
necessary time and attention to the electrical depart- 
ment, nor, is it expected that he would possess the 
technical knowledge required for its proper manage- 
ment. 

I recommend that the ordinances formerly 
governing the management of that department be 
re-enacted. 

Electric Plant 
It cost ;|S2,i40.65 last year to supply the City Hall, 
Public Library, High School building and Central 
Fire station with electricity.

They can all be supplied from a plant centrally 
located. When the $45,000 heating plant was install- 
ed in the City Hall building, it was so arranged that 
a lighting plant and vacuum cleaning system could be 
attached. 

Conduits connect the library building and extend 
to Crescent avenue. 

The plan to install such a plant, according to ex- 
perts, is practical and profitable. The installation of 
a two unit plant, which would insure good service at 
all times, would with all necessary equipment, cost 
$6,000, The annual cost of - maintenance- would not 
exceed $600 and no extra help would be needed. 

Such a plant wouid pay for itself in four years. 
I will ask you to meet me within the week to discuss 
this matter in detail. 

Poll Listing 

The evidence of neglect and impropriety in the 
work of listing the polls in some of the wards of the 
city in recent years invites the severest condemnation 
and justifies the public demand for a change in the 
method. 

Names have not only been inexcusably dropped 
from, the list but names have been listed which could 
not possibly be traced to any individual as ever hav- 
ing lived in the place designated. 

In other instances names of voters have remained 
on the list who have removed from the city or been 
deceased several years. In such cases it is quite evi- 
dent that the houses have not been visited but the list 
of previous years has been copied. 

The voters should no longer be inconvenienced 
or deprived of their voting right by such methods. 

The listing should be done by the police, a system 
that has worked very satisfactorily in Boston, and 
other cities. The legislation necessary to effect this 
change will be sought.

Schools 

The thoughtful citizen will experience both sat- 
isfaction and pride as he contemplates the great work 
Chelsea is doing in furnishing educational oppor- 
tunities for so many children. 

In proportion to our valuation it would be hard 
to find a community doing so much. Few realize 
that over one sixth of our population attend our 
public schools and this does not include the 600 in the 
evening school. 

The burden bf taxation is noticeable because of 
our relatively low valuation and while the aggregate 
cost seems high there is some satisfaction in knowing 
that we are securing good schools at less cost than 
most of our neighbors. Of the thirty-six cities in the 
state last year there were only two whose per capita 
cost was as low as ours. The average cost per pupil 
was SI29.86 or $12.69 per pupil less than the average 
for the state and $12.84 less than the average for the 
cities. 

The recent re-organization of the schools by in- 
troducing the junior high school, has worked very 
successfully. It meets the educational needs of the 
children better, has relieved the congestion, thereby 
postponing the necessity of a new high school build- 
ing and resulted in an annual saving of over $4,000. 

The recent controversy over the discovery of a 
large amount of unpaid bills resulting in a large over- 
draft in the supply account was not, in my opinion, 
through design or subterfuge on the part of anyone, 
but because of a divided responsibility and conflict of 
authority, resulting from the antiquated rules which 
govern the work of the Board. 

The spirit of our charter and all modern muni- 
cipal control is to place the responsibility on the 
heads of departments, clothe them with authority and 
hold them responsible.

We could exemplify the system of the school 
board by selecting one of our ward aldermen to pur- 
chase the supplies and approve the bills of anyone of 
the other departments. To insure harmony, economy 
and efhciency a more modern method should be 
sought by a change of rules. 

ConcXuiion 

The financial condition of which' I have spoken 
is only temporary and furnishes no cause- for dis- 
quietude or discouragement. 

The time is near when our revenues from increas- 
ed valuation will exceed the increases in our annual 
expenditures and with prudent management on the 
part of those in muncipal control, likewise on the part 
of the electorate in their exercise of the referendum 
the tax will be brought down to its proper level. 

I am taking up the duties of the year cheerfully 
and with confidence. I am in nowise disturbed by 
the work that lies before me. 

If our task were too easy we would not, in the 
end, have the satisfaction that one experiences in hav- 
ing met difficulties and overcome them.

There were 95 families aided during the year 27 cases have 
been dropped, and 17 new cases added, making 66 families 
being aided January 1, 1917 a net loss of 10 cases for the year. 

Chapter 763 of the Acts of 1913 provides for the aid to the 
Mothers with Dependent Children under fourteen years of 
age, if such mothers are fit to bring up their children. 

There is a popular belief prevalent that two dollars per 
week shall be allowed for each child, which is not correct, the 
amount of aid in each instance being left to the discretion of 
the Overseers of the Poor after a report from the visitor, sub- 
ject to the supervision of the State Board of Charity- 

The law futher provides that the State shall reimburse 
after approval of the bills by the State Board of Charity for 
the full amount of aid given to families who have no settle- 
ments, and one-third of the amount given to those who have 
a settlement in any city or town in the Commonwealth,

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS 



Office of the Building Dept., 

City Hall, Chelsea, Mass.. Feb. 1, 1917. 

To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : — 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 55 of the Charter, I hereby submit the annual report 
of this department for the year ending December 31, 1916. 

City HaU. 

There were no material changes made in this building, 
general repairs necessary for its upkeep principally to the 
plumbing and heating plant, were made during the year. 

Court Hottse. 

The principal change made in this building was the 
rearrangement of the offices of the Juvenile Probation 
Officer and Inspector Gaillac and the establishment of a 
Juvenile Court ordered by an act of the Legislature. The 
erection of target practice board and the arrangement of 
an attic room for a gymnasium for the police and other 
general repairs. 

Fire Stations. 

The repairs to the fire stations were slight and of a 
general nature. Engine No. 2 House has been sold and 
demolished to make room for the New Carter School. 
Bloomingdale School. 

There has been installed in this building a system of 
electric lights and bells. The usual amount of repairing 
was done during the year. 

Carter School. 

This school was discontinued at the end of the school 
year, was sold and razed to make room for a new thirty- 
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room school building to be known as the Carter School, 
work on which is progressing satisfactorily. It is hoped 
that it will be completed for the opening of the Sep- 
tember term. 

General repairs were made at the following schools: 
Cary, High, Prattville, ShurtlefF and Spencer avenue. 

Williams School. 

The new twenty-four room addition to this school was 
completed and occupied the beginning of the school term, 
October 2, 1916. 

The repairs to the heating plant have been very heavy, 
new grates under boiler No. 1 and 2, boiler No. 2 required 
retubing and considerable piping in boiler room.

Gehtlemen : — I hereby submit the annual report of the 
Weights and Measures Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1916. 

General Remarks. 
It is gratifying to be able to report an increase in the 
•amount of work done this year over last year. 1 find 
the work of this department increasing each year, that 
is what I like to see, as the stores and large business 
houses increase in our City, so also does the work of 
this department. I am sorry the genera! public do not 
cooperate more with this office than they do, while I 
feel that our City is as free from short weight men as 
any other City of its size in the State; I would like to 
have the people bring any article to this office when they 
are in doubt about its weight or measure. 

On account of the interest displayed by the public of 
late in the coal situation, I will give each weighing taken 
by this department of 35 loads of coal during this last 
year. To estimate volume in excess or deficiency, will 
state each shovel of hard coal will average 25 pound* in 
weight.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 



To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen, 

January 1, 1917 
Gentlemen. — -The Trustees of the Public Library regret that 
during the year 1916 there has been a decrease in circulation 
of 5056, due to a considerable extent to the apprehension on 
the part of our citizens on account of the cpedemic of in- 
fantile paralysis. They regret, however, that another cause 
for the decrease was the lack of funds provided by the City 
for the purchase of new books and the replacement of those 
worn out. 

It is matter of public record that since the conflagration of 
1908 and until 1916 the City has not been called upon to 
make any contribution for the purchase of books for the 
library and the Trustees feel that a generous sum' should be 
provided for the current year. 

They also invite your careful attention to the needs of the 
Library, especially as to interior repairs, painting and equip- 
ment, as they feel that this Institution so generally used by 
our citizens should be kept at its highest point of efficiency 
that the greatest good may be accomplished. 

I herewith enclose copy of report of the Librarian and a 
statement of the Trust Fund account of the Library.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 

To the Board of Trustees of the Public Library : 

Gentlemea: My forty-seventh annual report is here- 
with presented, recording the work of the Library for 
1916. 

The circulation figures show a decrease of 5056 volumes 
from those of 1915. Two very serious conditions con- 
spired to bring this about. First, the widespread fear of 
visiting the Library occasioned by the necessary closing 
of the schools, and the restrictions placed upon young peo- 
ple on account of the infantile paralysis scourge; and, 
second, the lack of sufficient funds to buy new books or 
to replace those worn out. 

It is the first time in the history of the Library that 
the city government failed to make an appropriation for 
books, unwisely hoping that the few hundred dollars re- 
maining of the special book fund would cover the year's 
purchases. By the first of June that amount was entirely 
exhausted. The Mayor was interviewed, and promised 
that the Library should have five hundred dollars at once, 
and later three hundred more if needed, so books were 
purchased during June and July; but by then, as no extra 
money had been credited to the book account, we stopped 
ordering. In September the Mayor transferred one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars from the Lincoln Hall receipts to the 
Library .for books and we resumed buying. November 
first found us with bills amounting to over two hundred 
dollars and no funds in sight, so we again stopped and 
did not order any more for the rest of the year. December 
eighteenth, at the request of the Trustees, the Board of 
Aldermen transferred the very small salary balance to the 
book account, and at their last meeting, December 
twenty-ninth, they transferred enough from the contingent 
fund to pay all bills, thus bringing to a close the unpleas- 
ant and disagreeable experiences of the year. 

We were able to add only 871 books and replace 250 
as none were ordered for additions for three months, and 
none for replacing for four months, leaving over one hun- 
dred to be replaced from the 1917 book appropriation, 
which should not be less than two thousand dollars.

We have a practical, up to date, popular Library as the 
circulation of 10,115 from the comparatively small col- 
lection of 18,334 volumes shows, but to maintain and in- 
crease this much to be desired state, worn out good books 
must be replaced as soon as possible, and at least fifteen 
hundred new ones added each year. 

The recovery from the paralysis scare was rapid and 
complete, so much so that the last two months of the 
year were extremely busy ones in the Young People's de- 
partment, and we hope to regain in 1917 what we lost in 
191 fi. 

That our New American patrons are every year realiz- 
ing more and more the educational benefits of the Librari' 
and becoming more efficient in its use, is shown by the 
very noticeable increase in the reference and reading room 
attendance, and in the more numerous requests for assist- 
ance by both the youns and the older students and read- 
ers. 

Early in the year the extra shelving in the north read- 
ing room was finished, giving ample room for all the 
books on the 1915 and 1916 lists of supplementary read- 
ing for the High school pupils. 

In the summer the new shelves in the reference room, 
needed to hold the Massachusetts law books, were com- 
pleted, and students of that profession greatly appreciate 
having the books so easy of access. 

The new storage cabinet installed in the librarian's room 
has been out to good use, as have also the dozen new 
chairs for the Young People's reference room, replacing 
the uncomfortable folding chairs taken from the hall. 

There were 1428 orders sent to the Library of Congress 
for catalogue cards, and 3629 cards were typed and filed 
in the cabinets. 

The registration records show that 1759 new names were 
added, 1031 reregistered, and 242 transferred from the 
Young People's to the Adult department. 

We received 125 lists from the Board of Health, con- 
taining 453 names ; 188 were found on our registration rec- 
ords ; 97 contagious notices were sent out. and 91 books 
returned to the Library from the Board of Health office. 

Under the Inter-Library loan law. three books were 
borrowed from the Boston Public Library and one loaned 
to the Revere Public Library. 

Much time and attention has been given in assisting the 
debaters to find suitable material for their use. Those 
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from the High school were allowed to use the hall for 
study and also for rehearsals. Their generous supply of 
tickets for the Library employees, and courteous letter 
of thanks for our assistance, fully repays us for all our 
trouble. 

As a picture collection is now deemed a very important 
and necessary part of a well equipped library, we have 
been slowly making such a collection from pictures sent 
with the Ladies' Home Journal, The Mentor, and by cut- 
tings from duplicate periodicals and advertisements; 360 
of these have been mounted on gray or sepia cardboard, 
properly indexed, and placed in the new filing cabinet 
bought for that purpose. At present these will mostly be 
used for illustrating certain subjects on our bulletin 
boards, but later, when the collection becomes large 
enough^ will be loaned to teachers and patrons. 

During the year ten exhibitions were shown from the 
Library Art Club. Cattle and dairy products, tanning, 
sheep and hogs . Twenty large photographs of noted mas- 
terpieces ; Bridges of the world; Joan of Arc, 1412 1431; 
Studies of animals, by Meheut; Decorative art of Rome 
from the end of the Republic to the fourth century ; United 
States forestry; Venice, No. VI, St. Mark's; South Amer- 
ica, photographs collected during a cruise by the Ham- 
burg-American line; and New York city. Part I, the lower 
city. 

In the Adult department the subjects of the bulletin 
board illustrations were: American poets, Argentine: Holy 
Land, Joan of Arc. Mexico, Music, The weather, William 
Shakespeare, Sir Gilbert Parker and James Whitcomb 
Riiey. 

For the Young People the three annuals, Hallowe'en: 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, and also Birds, Fairies, In- 
dians. Pilgrims, Christopher Columbus and Charles Dick- 
ens were shown. 

In January the Librarian and assistants attended the 
annua! meeting of the Massachusetts Library Club, at the 
Widener Library, Harvard College, with dinner at Hotel 
Vendome, Boston ; also the neighborhood group meetings 
at Winthrop and Arlington; and accepted with a great 
deal of pleasure a special invitation from Mr. John G. 
Moulton, Librarian of the Haverhill library, to attend the 
December meeting of his group. 

From the Hon. Albert D. Boson was received an auto- 
graph copy of ex-President William H. Taft's "Popular 
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government," "Germany of today," by George Fullerton, an 
autographic copy of Miss Elizabeth Porter Gould's book, 
"A pioneer doctor." which she presented to Robert Brown- 
ing, and twenty-two French books. Hon Emest W. Rob- 
erts donated to the Wheeler medical library "A manual 
of the international causes of death." Miss Minnie E. 
Edwards gave. The sculpture gallery; Miss Susan L. 
Sawin, sixteen miscellaneous books; Mrs. Annie Cutler, 
many magazines; Mrs. Albert E. Jones, a very large rub- 
ber plant; Mr, Joseph E, Oakes, an inkwell found in the 
ruins of the Chelsea fire ; Rev, A. R. Barrows, the Amer- 
ican Red Cross magazitte; Mrs. Edward C. Wyeth, the 
Chelsea Gazette book, with many books for young peo- . 
pie; and Mrs. Annie M. Harrison, an oil painting of City 
Hall, made in 1850 by Robert Ball. 

Four former residents are among the year's donors : Mr- 
Herbert A. Wilder of Newton sent the first copy of "The 
Winnisimmet Chronicle," VoL I, No. I, November 17, 
1838, in which is a directory of the town; Mr. G. Smith ■ 
Stanton of Great Neck, N. Y., gave the book, "Hiring a 
furnished apartment," written by himself; Mr. Walter 
Rowlands of the Boston Public Library brought an etched 
copy of the Chandos portrait of William Shakespeare by 
W. H. W. Bicknell; and Miss Mary Colesworthy of Mai- 
den also brought "Representative men of Massachusetts, 
1890-1900," containing photographs and biographical 
sketches of three of Chelsea's prominent citizens, Hon. 
Eustace C. Fitz, Hon. Mellen Chamberlain and William 
G. Wheeler. M. D. 

In April the yearly examination of the shelves revealed, 
in the Adult department, 1 book gone from the reference 
room, 5 from the open shelves in the reading room, and I 
from the circulating room; and in the Young People's de- 
partment 5 from the reference room and 17 from the cir- 
culating room. Besides these one book was lost by a desk 
mistake, 14 by residents moving from the city, and 28 by 
card ■ holders themselves, of which 14 were settled for, 
leaving 14 still charged to the responsible persons. The 
actual yearly loss is between fifty and sixty books. The 
janitor made 43 calls, and recovered 12 books. Two books 
reported missing last year very mysteriously appeared 
later. 

Only one change occurred in the staff; in May Miss 
Evelyn Prendergast severed her connection with the 
Library, to take up other work, leaving Miss Harriette 
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M. Farrell to be first sub-assistant. We were seriously 
handicapped for several weeks twice in the year, by th<T 
unavoidable absence of the first assistant. Miss Ruth E. 
Clement, on account of sickness. We feel that she had 
mote than her share of bad luck, and sincerely hope, both 
for her sake and the Library's that she will be immune 
from like attacks in the future. 

The other assistants are to be commended for their 
cheerful and willing efforts to have affairs run smoothly 
during her absence. 

The Librarian is pleased to record her appreciation of 
the loyal support of the Board of Trustees and the efEctent 
service of her co-workers.

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FINANCIAL STATEMENT 



Hon, Edward E, Willard, 

Mayor of the City of Chelsea, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir, — 

I beg to state that I have completed my examination 
of the books and accounts of the city as per your instruc- 
tions and report in substance as follows: 
Cash on hand at the be^nning of the year 1916 $136,495.64 
Receipts from all sources for 1916 2,059,467.58 

Making- the total to be accounted for $2,195,963.22 

The total disbursements for the year were . . . 2,064,091,19 
Showing a balance on hand to be accounted 

for at the close of the year 1916 $131,872.03- 

My first business was to verify this balance beginning 
on the date of my examination. This I did by adding aU 
of the collections as shown by the books to the balance 
shown to be on hand at the beginning of the year and 
from that sum deducting all payments made. This latter 
balance I verified by counting the cash on hand on date 
of examination and verifying each of the city's bank ac- 
counts. 

It has been my privilege to have made an exhaustive 
examination of the books and accounts of the city and 
the methods of keeping same by your City Treasurer and 
City Auditor first in 1907, later for the years 1911 and 
1915. This examination therefore is the fourth time I 
have been called, hence I am thoroughly familiar with the 
work of both of the officers 'dealing with the finances of 
your city and I am pleased to reiterate my commendation 
of the simplicity of the records of both the Auditor and 
the Treasurer. 

Taxes. 

The year 1917 started with taxes of 1915 still 

outstanding and unpaid to the amount of $111,091.28 

to which we add the taxes of 1916 unpaid 297.822.92 

making a total due the city from this source at 

beginnmg of the fiscal year of $408,914.20 

I verified these balances by the books of the City Treas- 
urer and Auditor. 
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I find no taxes outstanding previous to 1915. 

The City Treasurer informs me that the outstanding 
taxes of 1915 will soon be closed in the usual manner, i.e., 
either by collection orbysale of real estate. The final notices 
have been sent and the advertisements are ready for pub- 
lication, 

I take the liberty of stating that the tendency of the law 
is making it more important to close the taxes earlier 
than h-as been the custom. This is imperative if the notes, 
which are given in anticipation of revenue based upon tax 
collection, are always to be met within the one year limit 
from the date of issue. Such notes can never be allowed 
to go to protest. If they become due before the taxes up- 
on which they are issued are collected, and which in real- 
ity are their collateral, the deficiency must be made up 
from other sources. 

From the fact that in order to properly tax property 
the Assessors must know how to describe it and "to value 
it, the law now requires them to supply to the Tax Col- 
lector a substantially accurate description of the several 
rights, lots, or divisions of the land to be sold. If this 
work be delayed the Collettor cannot fulfill his duty. 

There should, tiherefore, be efficient team work between 
the Assessors and the Tax Collector so that the latter will 
not be delayed in his work by any lack of data regarding 
the property upon which the collector must make his levy 
for unpaid taxes. 

If it became imperative for all taxes to be paid within 
one year, the results would be not only a real benefit to 
the property holders by the saving of interest, but the City 
would always be in funds to take up its own obligations 
as they became due. 

Accounts Receivable. 

As has been the custom for years in Chelsea, the bills 
against individuals or corporations have been sent by the 
head of each department to the City Auditor who enters 
them upon his books and forwards the same to the Treas- 
urer for collection. Upon payment of each bill, a report 
of such payment is made promptly to the City Auditor 
and is shown monthly in his report for the use of depart- 
ments, thus showing a perfect agreement of flhe Auditor's 
and the Treasurer's accounts. If they do not balance,- 
then one or the other must be in error and an immediate 
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adjustment can be made. I cannot see how this system 
could be improved upon. 

Doubtful Accounts. 

Some of the departments keep a record of alt bills sent 
out for collection through the City Auditor and the City 
Treasurer. This makes a further check upon both these 
departments. Others, however, apparently do not, as for 
instance *he Department of Health. Upon the books con- 
taining record of bills sent in for collectiau I find bills 
outstanding prior to 1915 of $2,051.63. If these bills are 
collectible there is no reason why they should not be paid. 
If they 'are not collectible then they should be withdrawn 
and cancelled the same as they would be in any comn.er- 
cial house. 

I covered this ground in my report of 1916 and this is 
simply a repetition. 

I wisK to state further that the Treasurer and Auditor 
are both helpless in this matter. The Treasurer cannot 
sue for payment except through the City Solicitor; he can 
only make a request and if the party ignores this request 
or is unable to pay, as seems evident in a majority of 
these larger bills, there is no reason why they should be 
kept on the books as an asset. Unless the Department of 
Health has some special manner for treating them other- 
wise, they should be withdrawn and cancelled in some 
such manner as uncollectible taxes are. 

I might state in this connection, however, that other 
than the fact of their being a fictitious asset on the books. 
they are of minor import as it is not in the practice of 
either the Auditor or the Treasurer to allow any expendi- 
ture in anticipation of their collection. 

I might go further and suggest that a rule be made for 
all departments to keep such records as will enable them 
to have all paid bills marked off monthly so that the 
several departments will be able after such marking to 
keep in frequent touch with such as are outstanding and 
ascertain the reasons for delay in settlement. 

Sinking Fund. 

The Sinking Fund in January, 1917 was $721,728.00. 
These securities are in the Safety Deposit Vaults of the 
Chelsea Trust Company. During the course of my exam- 
ination by appointment and in the presence of the mem- 
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bers of the Sinking Fund Commission, the box was opened 
at the Chelsea Trust Company and the securities were 
found as stated in the report of the Treasurer of the fund. 
The investments of this fund, as is generally known, are 
in the notes and bonds of the City of Chelsea, each o£ 
which is payable to the Sinking Fund Commissioners and 
so embossed as to make the securities of no value to any- 
one save the BoarcJ in whose possession they are valid 
obligations of the City of Chelsea. 

Wheeler Fund. 
The Dr. William G. Wheeler Fund of $15,000 for the 
benefit of the Rufus S. Frost General Hospital and the 
Chelsea Public Library, I find to be invested in the Rev- 
enue notes of the City of Chelsea, 

Father Locke Fund. 
The Father Locke Flannel Fund I find to be invested as 
follows: Chelsea Savings Bank, $1500; County Savings 
Bank, $1500; totalling $3000. The income is annually paid 
to the Overseers of the Poor and I find such has been done 
during the past year in accordance with the terms of the 
Trust.

Gentlemen; — An inspection of the report of the Treasurer 
of the Sinking Funds will show the following record:

This sum is invested in Registered Bonds or Notes of the 
City of Chelsea payable to the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
at maturity, and embossed with a steel die, "Property of the" 
Sinking Funds, not negotiable, City of Chelsea, Mass." -^ It 
will be seen, therefore, that these securities would not be 
worth more than the weight of paper upon which the obliga- 
tions are written to any person other than the constituted 
authoritee. 

A Registered Bond of the City for $60,000 being a Loan 
for Permanent Street Improvement issued in 1906 and then 
taken by the Commissioneers became due October 1, 1916. 
The accumulated Sinking Funds for this loan were surrendered 
to the City Treasurer who then paid the loan. 

We have fifteen items of indebtedness now under Sinking 
Funds and the earliest date of payment for any portion of 
this debt will be in 1921. At that time the water debt will 
be wholly cancelled and other loans amounting to $61,200 
in addition, will be paid. 

Since 1913 all loans are required to be issued upon a plan 
providing serial payments. In order to enable the sink- 
ing funds to be invested as fully as may be in notes or 
bonds of the City, the City Treasurer has reserved for the 
Commissioners, as far as possible, such serial loans and the 
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interest upon them has been expressed at four per cent, per 
annum. 

Under tne serial plan a portion of such loans mature year- 
ly and payments for the same must be invested. It will be 
noted that in order to receive some Sixty Seven Thousand 
Dollars of the Chelsea Carter Grammar School Loan, Act 
of 1915, in bonds registered and payable in the years 1929 to 
19S5 in addition to items due the fund for interest and 
matured securities, we were able to surrender to the City 
Treasurer notes ancl bonds of the City due and payable in 
1917, an amount equalling $16,500. 

By this exchange we were enabled to have long term bonds 
The requirements of the Sinking Fund for 1917 will be as 
follows :

OF THE CITY ENGINEER 

AND SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 



To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen : — 

Gentlemen : I herewith submit the annual report which 
comprises details of the operations conducted by this de- 
partment during the year 1916. 

ORGANIZATION FOR THE YEAR 1916.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

In this department the usual amount of work has been' 
accomplished, including all work as authorized by the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen, the completion of all sur- 
vey plans, lines, grades, profile estimates, etc., as is shown 
in the following lists. 

During the year, 815 permits were issued to corpora- 
tions and individuals to occupy and open streets. 111 per- 
mits were issued to construct new drains, also 28 permits 
to repair old drains. 

Two surveys and two plans were made for a new Nurses' 
Home in connection with the Frost Hospital. 

A survey and plan was made, and levels taken, and 
profile made for a new iron fence around tihe Williams 
School lot, about 1600 lin. feet of fence. 
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A survey and plan was made, and levels taken for the 
construction of the new Carter School building, and later 
batters were set on which lines and grades were marked 
for the construction of the building. 

A survej and plan of the old Shurtleff School lot was 
made to be'put on record with the sale of the same. 

Survey and plans were made for the acceptance of 
Fenno Street from Garfield Avenue to the Revere line, 
but the acceptance was not put through. 

Survey and plans were made for the acceptance of Hill- 
side Avenue from Eleanor street to past the old McElroy 
lot, but was never put through. ■ This is the lot that 
was sold by the City to Bernard Loughlin in 1915, and 
part of the street in front of the lot is included in the old 
Powder Horn Hill park taking, in which there are re- 
strictions against teaming, such as coal or grocery wagons. 
This is a restriction, that the City, having sold the lot to 
a private party, should now rescind, permission having 
been given by an act of the Legislature. 

A plan was made of a proposed new lighting system for 
Broadway, from Winnisimmet Square to the railroad 
bridge, and for Washington Ave. from Broadway to the 
railroad bridge. 

Plan of the Court House building and lot was made 
showing encroachments, upon request of the City Solicitor. 

Plans for a new steel bridge on Broadway over the Bos- 
ton tk Maine and the Boston & Albany R. R. tracks were 
submitted to the City Government by the Engineers of 
the Railroads. This department investigated the matter, 
and drew up a decree which was passed by the City Gov- 
ernment and in the coming year, a new steel bridge will 
replace the old wooden truss bridge. 

Plans were made of the borings taken at the new Wil- 
liams School addition and the new Carter School bulding. 

Survey anl plan were made of the proposed nev entrance 
of Wesley Street into the Revere Beach Parkway for sub- 
mission to (be Metropolitan Park Commission. 

Survey, plans, levels, and profiles were made for Pratville 
surface drainage system, which runs through Sagamore Ave- 
nue, Cheever Street and Washington Avenue, outletting into 
the drainage culvert which was cnn=trncted in 1909, 

Plans and profile were made for the sewer in Summer 
Street, from Carter St. to Maple St; also in Vale St. towards 
Locust St. and for the extension of the Hawthorn St. sewer 
and for the extension of the Englewood Ave sewer. 
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Ihe sewer on Walnut St. between Fifth St. and Sixth 
St., on investigation was found to have been crushed in by 
the weight of hlHng on top of it, and about two hundred 
teet of this sewer was relaid to an established line and 
grade. 

In the paving of Spruce St. between Sixth St. and Heard 
St. while excavating, it was found that the old brick sewer 
built about forty-five years ago, was in a deplorable condition, 
having cracks longitudinal its entire length, buldged out at 
the haunches, and its top arch settled from two to four 
inches. Plans were made, and forms constructed, and this 
sewer was rebuilt from the spring of the arch up for a length 
of about two hundred feet. 

'The vitrified pipe sewer laid in* Eastern Avenue in 1902 
until this year was never used because of the fact that it was 
never connected under the railroad tracks, and because the 
greater percentage of the pipes were crushed by the great 
weight on top of them. This sewer was dug up and relaid 
for a length of about five hundred feet, but there yet remains 
to construct that part which connects under the railroad 
tracks before this sewer can be used as it was intended. 

During the year a section of the Pratville Surface Drain- 
age System was started, and pipe was laid through Cheever 
Street and Washington Avenue as far as Garland Street. 
This system is intended to take the south side of Mt. Wash- 
ington, Garland St., Freemont Ave., Harvard St., and Ni- 
chols St. with the intersecting streets and outlet into t)he 
brook culvert opposite Cheever Street for which a taking 
will have to be made. 

Plans were made and photographs taken of all accident 
cases and turned over to the City Solicitor for use in Court. 
These cases numbered about one hundred. 

Lines and grades were furnished requiring the running of 
about nine miles of street hues and grades which were given 
to private parties and City Departments for building and 
construction work. 

Grades were given foi* about one and one half miles of 
street construction work. 

Plans were made and hues and grades given for about 
iiyOfJ lin. feet of sewer and surface drain construction. 

Lines and grades were given for the construction of 
about IbOU lin. feet of granolithic walk. 

Lines and grades were given for the construction o£ 
about 1500 lin. feet of brick walk. 

Profiles have been made of about 12 miles of street for 
construction work.

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By an act of the Greftt and General Court passed Jan. 10, 
1739, that part of Boston known as Winnisimmet VUlage, 
Rumney Marsh and PuUin Point was set off as a town to be 
known by the name of Chelsea. 

The area included the town ab that time was what at 
present constitutes the City of Chelsea, the towns of Revere 
and Winthrop and part of the town of Saugus. 

On March 19, 1846, North Chelsea (the present towns of 
Revere and Winthrop) was set off as a separate township. 

In 1776 thfl population of Chelsea, as orginally set off from 
Boston, was 439. 

In 1831 the population of what was constituted Chelsea 
was about 30. 

The first dwelling house in Winnisimmet Village was 
erected in 1831 by Joseph S. Edwards at the comer of 
Winnisimmet and Williams Streets. 

In 1832 John Low built a one atory store, the ffrst in 
Winnisimmet Village, at the cor. of Broadway and Everett Av. 

The oldest road was the Old County Road, starting at the 
ferry slip, at the foot of Beacon St. and passing over what is 
now part of Broadway, Park and Hawthorn Sts, and Washing- 
ton Av. and County Road. 

On March 6, 1802, the Chelsea Bridge and Salem Turnpike 
Co. received a charter and during that year and next, built 
the bridge between Chelsea and Charlestown, and Broadway 
from Chelsea Bridge through Chelsea and Lynn to Salem. 

The bridge to East Boston at Chelsea St. was built under 
a charter obtained March 28, 1834, 

May 16. 1855, Meridian St. free bridge was incorporated. 

The first Steam Railroad was the Grand Junction from 
East Boston through Chelsea to Boston by charter granted 
February 23, 1849. 

On May 2, 1849, the Eastern Railroad obtained a charter 
to extend its road from North Chelsea (now Revere) to con- 
nect with the Grand Junction. 

On May 26, 1857, the Boston and Chelsea Horse Railway 
received a charter to run from the Revere line along Broad- 
way to Boston and on the same day the Winnisimmet Rail- 
road got a charter to run from Pratville along Washington 
av., Hawihorn, Pearl, Park and Winnisimmet sts. to and 
across the ferry. 

Francis B. Fay was the first Mayor of Chelsea and received 
688 of a total poU of 715 votes.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
OF CHIEF OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 



Chelsea, Mass., January 22, 1917. 
To THE Honorable Mayor and Board op Aldermen: 
Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to present herewith the annual report 
of the Fire Department of the City of Chelsea for the year 
ending December 31st, 1916. 

Manual Force 

The manual force of the department is divided into two 
classes — permanent and call force. 

The permanent force consists of fifty men and the call 
force of fifteen men. 

Fifteen additional permanent men began their duties during 
the year and two permanent men were retired on half pay 
because of disability. One call man resigned, one was re- 
tired on a pension and eight were dropped from the rolls by 
reason of a reduction made in the call force. 

Eight former members of the call force begun their duties 
as f>ermanent men during the year. 

Apparatus 

The department has in commission four engines, three 
steam and one gasoline engine. The gasoline engine is a 
triple combination carrying one thousand feet of 2J^ inch 
hose and chemical equipment. Three hose wagons run as 
tenders to the three steam engines. One motor-driven com- 
bination service ladder truck, one motor-driven combination 
hose and chemical engine, one motor-driven chemical engine 
and one motor-driven auxiliary car chemically equipped. 

The auxiliary car was purchased this year. It is used by 
the Chief and carries three men and is equipped with 35 
gallon chemical tank and 300 feet of hose. 

Horses 

There are fifteen horses in the department. Some of thes^ 
may have to be disposed of any new ones substituted during 
the coming year. 

Three new horses were purchased this year. 
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Hoae 

The first and most im[>ortant need in the interest of effi- 
ciency in fighting bad fires is an adequate supply of depend- 
able hose. It is the backbone of the department. It is 
the most essential article in the equipment of fire-fightioK 
force. The department has on hand 8250 feet of 2^ ii^ch 
and 600 feet of 3 inch hose in good condition and 800 feet , 
in poor condition. ' 

There should be not less than 1000 feet of first-class hose 
purchased the coming year. 

Hydrants 

Effort should be made the coming year to further improve 
our hydrant serviceasmany sections of the city need a more 
available and quicker supply of water for good work. 

One double ajid six single hydrants were installed this 
year. 

Inspection Woik 

This department has no systematic inspection other than 
that accomplished " by the Chief and one man detailed at 
irregular times to look after places where bad conditions are 
known to exist. The coming year, it is expected, much 
more along these lines will be accomplished than formerly. 

It might be well, in view of past experiences, to call atten- 
tion to the need of automatic sprinklers in certain basements. 
In buildings where stores using basements in the conduct 
of dry goods, hardware and furniture business, and in the 
storage of packing material that is incident thereto, a saving 
of thousands of dollars would be effected if they were pro- 
tected by the installation of sprinkler systems. 

654 inspections were made during the year. 

Permits 

Since the new regulations of the Fire Prevention Com- 
missioner for the Metropohtan District went into effect 
there has been issued 463 permits for out-of-doors fires and 
notices posted throughout the city, calling attention to the 
law governing the same. 

105 permits have been given out for the storage, the trans- 
portation and the sale of gasohne. 

Cards with Fire Prevention rules for paint shops have 
been circulated. 

Alarms 

During the year the department responded to 502 alarms 
This number is 32 less alarms than the number in 1915. 
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A wet spring and early summer, and especially during the 
fire season incident to the celebration of the 17th of June 
and the 4th of July, probably accounts for the falling off 
ii)' the number of alarms this year. 

641 alarms were missed by the call force during the year. 

' Cost of Department 

$12,299.28 was expended during the year for general 
maintenance and supplies. $57,751.54 for salaries and 
$2,654.91 forwater and hydrant service. $2,498.95 was paid 
for new motor car for the Chief. 

Recommendations 

I would earnestly recommend the purchase of a new 
motor pumping engine of 750 gallons capacity to replace 
engine one. This engine, in its present condition, is not 
efficient and if it is to be continued in service will have to 
be overhauled and repaired at an approximate expense of 
$2,500.00. 

The mechanical elHciency of the department ought to be 
improved, in this respect, by providing modern apparatus. 

I would also recommend the vacating of the old station 
on Park Street and the erection of a new building suitable 
for housing motor apparatus somewhere in the vicinity of 
the Shurtleff School.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 



Office of the Board of Health, 
Chelsea, January 1, 1917. 
To His Honor the Mayor and Board op Aldermen, 

Chelsea, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen : — 

The Board of Health herewith submits its annual report 
for the year ending December 3Ist, 1916. 

On February 14th, 1916, Dr. William F. Regan was elected 
a member of the Board and on March 7th, 1916 the Board 
organized by the election of Dr. George B. Fenwick as Chair- 
On March 28th, 1916 the Board voted to discontinue the 
practice of gaseous disinfection after any case of communicable 
' disease has been released, and the system of thoroughly 
washing and cleansing in compliance with instructions, was 
adopted. 

During the year 225 stable licenses were renewed, 3 permits 
granted for new stables and 2 were refused. 

There were 206 persons granted licenses to keep hens. 

Nine persons were granted licenses to keep cows. 

Three licenses for fish-smoking establishments were renewed. 

Two chicken slaughter house permits were granted. 

Four persons were given permission to collect grease and 
refuse fatty matter (house offal excepted). 

Ten applications for boarding-houses for infants were 
approved. 

There were 8 undertakers licensed. 

Three manicuring licenses were granted and one license 
was granted for massage treatment. 

DISEASES DANGEROUS TO THE PUBLIC HEALTH 

There were 786 cases of diseases dangerous to the public 
health reported, which is 200 less than in 1915. 

The epidemic of measles occurring in November and 
December of 1915 persisted in January 1916, after which there 
was a steady drop in the number of cases — there being but 
17 in the last half of the year. 
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Diphtheria decreased from 70 to 58 cases. 

Scarlet fever decreased from 78 to 77. 

Typhoid fever decreased from 35 to 29. Ten of the cases 
being reported from hospitals. 

.Ophthalmia Neonatorum and Suppurative conjunctivitis 
increased from 40 to 58, the increase being due probably to a 
more careful reporting of the cases by physicians. Five cases 
were sent to the Massachusetts Charitable Eye and Ear 
Infirmary. One physician was prosecuted for failure to 
report Ophthalmia neonatorum. He pleaded guilty and 
his case was placed on file. Another physician was to be 
prosecuted but the death of the principal' witness pendered it 
inadvisable to bring the case to court. 

Two cases of dog-bite, requiring anti-rabic treatment were 
reported and the treatment was given through the courtesy 
of the Frost Hospital by the House Physician, 

ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS, 

There were eight cases of anterior poliomyelitis reported: 
one in August, five in September, one in October and one in 
November. Several other cases were reported which upon 
investigations proved not to be anterior poliomyelitis. The 
cases were widely scattered throughout the city and there 
seemed, in all but one of the cases, to be no connection with 
any other known case. This one case was of a baby seven 
months old who had been taken to a home in East Boston in 
which a case had occurred shortly before. There was no 
opportunity for the Board to confirm the diagnosis as the 
baby died about one-half hour after the report was received. 
. The history of the case however suggested a strong possibility 
that the case was not anterior poliomyehtis. There were two 
other fatal cases. The remainder of the cases were com- 
paratively mild and some of them possibly might have been 
missed had not the attention of every one been directed to the 
disease. 

One case recorded among the Chelsea cases was of a sailor 
who was brought to the U. S, Marine Hospital. 

The cases were removed to the Brighton Contagious 
Hospital or the Children's Hospital as soon as the diagnosis 
was confirmed by the Board of Health. No unusual pre- 
cautions were taken in quarantining the houses. So far as 
we could tell no new cases developed from the reported cases. 

In connection with the anterior poliomyelitis epidemic our 
office was notified during the summer and fall of families 
coming from New York. There were 72 families and they 
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were visited daily for three weeks by the Health Officer but no 
suspicious cases of sickness were noted. 

In the latter part of July the office was notified of two 
children who were coming to Chelsea, sick. Upon inves- 
tigation it was found that the two children were very ill with 
severe diarrhoea and had been spending some time at a camp 
near Haverhill conducted by churches in various cities for 
poor children. It was also learned that other cases of similar 
character had occurred at the camp. Six children were sent 
from the camp to Chelsea suffering with the gastroenteritis 
and all more or less prostrated. Five other children who had 
not been at the camp in the families of the sick children, 
contracted the disease. One child who had bteri at the 
camp died and three of the children who were infected at 
home. The disease was a bacillary dysentery. 

Other deaths occurred among children in other cities from 
the same cause. The occurrence may have been unavoidable 
but it emphasizes the fact that in camps where a large number 
of children are collected, there should be provision made for 
careful medical supervision and isolation of possible infectious 
diseases. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The total number of cases of Tuberculosis of all forms 
reported was 123 which is 4 less than last year. Pulmonary 
cases were 113 as against 110 last year. Twenty-three of the 
cases were of non-residents reported from hospitals, prin- 
cipally the Soldiers' Home Hospital. There were 50 deaths 
from Tuberculosis. 

The cases- were followed up at the homes by the nurse. 
Sputum cups and paper napkins were supplied ag usual. 
Forty-three cases were sent to sanatoria and 13 to Tuber- 
culosis Hospitals. The Board of Health paid out $4,061.48 
for the care of Tuberculosis patients at the various hospitals. 

Forty-seven new cases visited the Board of Health Dis- 
pensary for examinations. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 

The Medical Inspection of Schools has been conducted 
as usual. A total of 10,208 children were examined by the 
physicians. The principal defects as is seen by the tables 
defective teeth and, enlarged tonsils. It is gratifying to note 
that children, parents and teachers are apparently taking 
more effective interest in having defects remedied. It is a 
matter of regret however that provision cannot be made in 
the budget for the employment of another nurse. 
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Fourteen cases of enlarged tonsils and adenoids were 
operated on at the Frost Hospital Clinic. The nurse took 
children to the Eye and Ear Infirmary for examination and 
treatment throughout the year and arrangements were made 
at the Forsyth Dental Infirmary for the treatment of ten 
children a week.

There were 663 Deaths which is 45 more than last year. 
Two hundred and one were non-residents who died at the 
hospitals in the city. 

The estimated population for 1916 is 46,078 which makes 
the death rate per thousand of all deaths in the city 14.40 
per cent. Excluding the non-resident deaths, the corrected 
death rate is 10.02 per cent. 

The number of deaths under one year was 111, which is 
16 more than last year. The deaths under 5 years was 151, 
16 more than last year.
